We are glad to hear that the authorities 
are not above taking a Hint, if the hint be 
repeated often euough. For the last two or 
threa days they have besn endeavouring to 
remedy the dangerous defect in the Bonham 
Strand drain, and the community generally 
will be pleased to learn that they bave been 
successful at last in clearing that choked- 
up sewage-gasometer.
